NATIONAL HEALTH INSURANCE. . 


Provisional Regulations dated the 27th March, 1915, 
MADE UNDER SUB-SECTION (4) OH SECTION 4, AND SUB- 
SECTION (3) op Section 81 op the National Insurance 
Act, 1911 (1 & 2 Geo. V., c. 55), as amended by Section 9 of 
tiie’national Insurance Act, 1913 (3 & 4 Geo. V., c. 37) by the 
National Health Insurance Joint Committee, acting jointly 
with the Insurance Commissioners, the Irish Insurance 
Commissioners, the Scottish Insurance Commissioners, and 
the Welsh Insurance Commissioners, with respect to the 
benefits op Exempt Persons being Irish Migratory Labourers. 


The National Health Insurance Joint Committee acting jointly 
with the Insurance Commissioners, the Irish Insurance Commis- 
sioners, the , Scottish Insurance Commissioners, and the n elsn 
Insurance Commissioners, hereby certify, under Section 2 of the 
Rules Publication Act, 1893, that on account of urgency the 
following Regulations should come into operation immediately. .and. 
in pursuance of the powers conferred on them by Sub-section (4) of 
Section 4 of the National Insurance Act, 1911, as amended by 
Section 9 of the National Insurance Act, 1913, and by the National 
Insurance (Joint Committee) Regulations, 1912 and J 913, hereby 
make the following Regulations to come into operation on the date 
therein mentioned as Provisional Regulations :■ 

1.— These Regulations may bo cited as the National Health 
Insurance (Exempt Irish Migratory Labourers’ Benefits) Regulations 
1915. 


•2 (1). — 111 these Regulations unless the context otherwise re- 
quires, the following expressions have the respective meanings here iy 
assigned to them : — 

“ The Principal Act ” means the National Insurance Act, 1911 : 
“ The Amending Act ” means the National Insurance Act, 1 913 . 
“ The Commissioners” means the Irish Insurance Conumsmoners. 
“Exempt Person” means a person being an Irish Migratory 
Labourer within the meaning of Section 81 (3) °f the pnncipa 
Act, and holding a certificate of exemption under Part 1. ol that 


“ Contribution Period” means any period in respect o \ 
Contribution Cards may be issued under the National Health 
Insurance (Collection of Contributions: Exempt 1 arsons ris l 
Migratory Labourers) Regulations, 1914, or under any other 
Regulations for the time being in force relating to the collection 
of contributions in respect of exempt persons: . . . 

“ Benefit Period ” means the period from the 1st day of Apni 
in any year to the 31st day of March next following (both

“ Contribution ” means a contribution paid under Part I. of 
the Principal Act ill respect of any period in which the person 
ill respect ol whom it is paid is ail exempt person : 

“ The benefits " means 

(m) Sanatorium benefit, and 

(6) Medical Benefit while in Great Britain. 

(2). The Interpretation Act, 1889, applies to the interpretation 
of these Regulations as it applies to the interpretation of an Act of 
Parliament. 

8. — Subject to the provisions of the Principal and Amending 
Acts and to these and any other Regulations made thereunder, 
a person who is an exempt person during any benefit period shall 
be entitled during that period, provided lie bad not less than 
eight contributions to bis credit at the end of the qualifying 
period, to receive the benefits in accordance with tin- arrange- 
ments applicable to persons frequently changing their places of 
residence under any Regulations for the time being in force. 

4. it or the purposes of Article Z of these Regulations tile number 
of contributions to the credit of a person at the end of a qualifying 
period shall be ascertained as follows - 

(a) At the end of the qualifying period terminating on tile 3rd 
January, 1915, it shall be, the total number of contributions paid 
ill respect of him up to and including that date. 

Ifi) At the end of any subsequent qualifying period it shall be 
the number found by adding together tile number of contributions 
paid in respect of him during that period, and the number, if 
any, representing the excess above fifteen of tile number of 
contributions paid in respect of him during the last preceding 
contribution period in which he was an exempt person. 

(c) No account shall he taken of any contributions paid in 
respect of him during any contribution period unless and until 
the card on which stamps have been affixed in payment of these 
contributions is returned to the Commissioners in accordance with 
any Regulations for the time being in force for the collection of 
contributions of exempt persons. 

5. Notwithstanding anything in these Regulations— 

(1 ). A person who became an exempt person for the first time 
at a date subsequent to the 3rd January, 1915, shall become entitled 
to the benefits at the 1st April next following the end of the contri-

. < 2 )- A person who was not entitled to any of the benefits inline- 

c lately before tne end of a contribution period shall not become so, 
entitled before the 1st of April next following. 

(3). A person shall not be entitled to receive or to continue to 
receive any benefit under these Regulations : 

(a) Until there has been furnished to the Commissioners such 
evidence, if any, as they may require with respect to his age, 
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place o£ birth, sex, nationality, marital condition, and the number 
o£ contributions paid in respect ol him. 

(6) During any period in which he is outside the United King- 
dom. 

(e). Unless he conforms to all instructions issued to him by 
the Commissioners with regard to such benefits. 

(d) If he has ceased to be an exempt person, 

0. When an exempt person changes his place, of residence he 
shall give notice to the Commissioners of the address of his new place 
of residence. 

7. — All contributions paid in respect of an exempt person shall 
he carried by the Commissioners to tile credit iif fund to he called 
the L ' Irish- Migratory Labourers 1 Exemption bund. 

8 (1). — There shall in respect of each year be transferred 
from the Irish Migratory Labourers’ Exemption Fund, at such 
times as the Commissioners think lit, in respect of the beiients 
of exempt persons : 

(a) to the General Medical Benefit Fund for Ireland the 
sum of lid. in respect of each contribution paid m the year 
in respect of an exempt person ; 

(b) to an account- to lie called the “ Irish Migratory 
Labourers’ Administration Fund ” such sum not exceeding 
three pence, as the. Commissioners may determine, multi- 
plied by the number of exempt persons entitled to the 
benefits ; 

(c) to the Central Sanatorium Benefit Fund (Ireland) a 
sum calculated at the rate of one shilling and three pence 
per annum multiplied by the number of exempt persons 
entitled to Sanatorium Benefit ; 

Provided that in the case of exempt persons the cost of whose 
benefits is payable as to two -ninths or oiie-fourth out of moneys 
provided by Parliament the sums to be transferred from the Irish. 
Migratory Labourers’ Exemption Fund shall be reduced by two- 
ninths or one-fourth as the case may he. 

(2). The number of exempt persons entitled to the benefits 
in any year shall be calculated in such manner as the Com- 
missioners may determine. 

9.— The Joint Committee and tl-e Commissioners may by 
Regulations from time to time vary or modify in snch manner 
as they think expedient nil or any of the benefits to which an 
exempt person may be or become entitled, and may also vary 
the conditions attaching to the benefits provided by these Regu- 
lations. 
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10. Those Kegulutions shall ocuue into operation on llio 1st day of 
April, 1015.
